Claim 12 (original): A physiologically acceptable salt of a compound according to claim 1, 
2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 or 1 1, formed with inorganic or organic acid or base. 

Claim 13 (original): A pharmaceutical composition containing a compound according to 
claim 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 or 1 1, or a physiologically acceptable salt thereof, together 
with one or more inert carriers and/or diluents. 
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Claim 14 (currently amended): A method for the acute or prophylactic treatment of 
headache, including migraine or cluster headaches, which comprises administering to a host 
prone to or currently suffering from the same a therapeutically effective amount of a 
compound according to claim 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 or 1 1, or a physiologically acceptable 
salt thereof.
